On the 
20th, Sherman havivg nearly completed the in- 
vestment of the city, captured Fort Lee and sev- 
eral minor outworks in t vicinity of 
the principal entrenchments surround ng the city, 
aml wus plaoting his batteries in sach close prox- 
imity to the rebel lines as to cummand every 
position held by the forces under Hardee. He 
senta summons by a of trace to the effect 
that if the place was not in a certain time sur- 
rendered. bombardment would at once commence. 
To this summons the wily rebel general replied 
that as his communications were yet open, and 
his men fully sapplied with snbsistence and stores 
of every kind, he was enabled to hold a Jong 
siege, and was determined to hold the city to the 
very last momert and defend the citizens and 
property which had been placed, under his pro- 
tection, anti] bis fore*s were edmpellod to sur- 
reuttr. Every preparation had been made by 
Sherman to Commence the assault of the rede!
